It  may  be  introduced  during  the 
day,  when  thirst  requires  but  it  is  a  capi¬ 
tal  practice  to  introduce  a  quantity  ou  first 
rising  in  the  morning,  and  on  going  to  bed 
at  night.  Thousand*  of  dyspeptic*  have 
derived  signal  relief  by  drinking  one,  two, 
or  three  tumbler*  of  water  on  rising  in  tbo 
morning,  and  on  going  to  bed  at  nighL 
I  have  sometimes  thought,  on  hearing  the 
testimony  of  these  dyspeptics  in  regard  to 
the  influence  of  cold  water  thus  token  into 
the  stomach,  that,  perhaps,  of  all  baths, 
this  ia  the  best. 

The  number  of  persona  suffering  from 
heart-burn  or  water-brash  is  very  large.
